And which we have all the reafon to wiſh _— 
ſve verified? And why ſhould chey come now juſt in the 
time of our Great Senates Sitring, and of Viſtorious Refſe!”s 
being Re-promoted to the Admiralty of our Fleer, bur to 
forc-bode, that bis Triumphant Condu& ſhall perfeRt the De- 
ſtruction of the over-grown French Sea-Power, and ntake Ex- 
gland once more, and more abſolutely than ever, Reign Em- 
pre of the Seas? We have almoſt as much reaſon now to 
hope ir ; nay, aſſuredly co expe it, as we have all along 
'had to wiſh and pray for it:
